(AP)—An ambush patrol of the 
1st Infantry Division was 
attacked today by Viet Cong us­ 
ing a nonpoisonous type of tear 
gas, a spokesman said. 
He added that this was the 
first known firing of gas by the 
Communists in the Viet Nam 
war. However, South Vietnam­ 
ese authorities alleged in Sep­ 
tember 1965 that the Viet Cong 
used nausea.inducing gas gre­ 
nades. The allied forces have 
used nonlethal types in certain 
instances for nearly two years. 
The Viet Cong attack came in 
Tay Ninh Province of War Zone 
C, a battleground area centered 
65 miles northwest of Saigon, 
where Americans have reported 
more than 800 enemy dead in a 
week of hard fighting against 
the Viet Cong's 9th Division. 
The patrol had settled into its 
ambush 
pattern 
in 
matted 
swamp and jungle five miles 
northeast of Suoi Dau. 
No firefight followed and no 
injuries 
were reported. The 
spokesmen said the Americans 
donned gas masks, which are 
standard combat equipment, at 
the explosion of the first gre­ 
nades. The troops were believed 
to number about 30. 
About 1,200 gas grenades were 
found among 19,000 grenades 
uncovered 
by 
infantrymen 
sweeping an enemy regimental 


command and supply complex 
Wednesday. 
Ground 
action in the area, 
however, continued to be light. 
The bloody battle in Tay Ninh 
Province of Zone C pushed the 
toll of American dead in the war 
to nearly double the number the 
week before, the weekly casual­ 
ty report revealed. 
Addition of UJ3. nonlethal gas 
to the allied arsenal in South 
Viet Nam came to light in 
March 1965. This createdanin­ 
ternational 
controversy

which 
Communist propagan­ 
dists still sporadically declare 
the 
United States 
is using 
“poison gas." U. S. authorities 
have 
denied this, and cited 
field 
practices as humane. 
The first American supplies 
went to 
Soutli

armed forces. Defense Secre­ 
tary Robert S. McNamara ex. 
plained they were the same 
“ riot control agents" that po­ 
lice forces use to quell civil dis­ 
turbances. Citing an instance 
where gas was used against 
Viet 
Cong who took refuge 
among noncombatant villagers, 
he said the aim was to save life. 
In the initial global repercus­ 
sions, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk denied that the United 
States was waging gas warfare 
in Viet Nam. He said non-killing 
tear and nausea gases would 
continue to be used as needed 
to save innocent lives.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Re­ 
publican

Callaway, 
locked in a winless governor's 
race with Democrat Lester G. 
Maddox and a write-in candi­ 
date, Ellis Arnall, said today he 
favors another vote by the peo­ 
ple to decide the election. 
But Maddox said he was glad 
the issue had been thrown into 
the Democratic legislature. It 
also has been taken into federal 
court with a hearing set Friday- 
on a move to block election by 
the legislature. 
Neither nominee managed a 
required majority in Tuesday's 
voting because of write-in bal­ 
lots for Arnall, a former gover­ 
nor backed by 
a group of mod­ 
erates and liberals. 
Incumbent Gov. Carl E. San­ 
ders, a Democrat, was in eligi­ 
ble to succeed himself. 
With almost all of the votes 
counted, unofficially the totals 
were: Maddox 438,818, Calla­ 
way 436,592, Arnall, 
55,597. 
Callaway's camp still was 
hopeful the final, official tabula­ 
tion would give him a slight plu­ 
rality — obviously someadvan- 
tage if the election whould be 
decided by the legislature. 
Callaway said he would not 
file a lawsuit. “ I will play the 
game under the rules, wliatever 
the rules are," he said at a 
news conference. 
Any type of popular vote, in­ 
cluding a runoff election, would 
be preferable to legislative de­ 
cision, Callaway said. But the 
Republican said he would take 
his case to the General Assem­ 
bly if that is required. 
He 
said he had not talked to “a 
single member who didn't say 
he would put his state above 
party." 
Maddox said at a news con­ 
ference he believes a federal 
court suit challenging legisla­ 
tive election of a governor will 
be thrown out. He declined to 
predict victory. 
But, he said: “ I am not claim­ 
ing victory, but I am glad the 
issue is in the hands of good 
Democrats who are in a big ma­ 
jority in the legislature. I am 
hopeful that I will get in."

Ozark, of St. Louis, had filed 
a merger agreement, Sept. 20. 
Wednesday it asked the Civil 
Aeronautics Board for permis­ 
sion to withdraw it. Ozark was 
to have been the surviving com­ 
pany. 
Ozark said that, when the 
agreement was reached Sept. 12 
it believed— and had informed 
Central—that its $12 million de­ 
benture financing already had 
been concluded, all bank debts 
had been paid, and the consent 
of debenture holders would not 
be required. 
Ozark said it also told Central 
that arrangements 
for 
$31.5 
million in senior 
financing 
were in satisfactory condition 
although they had not 
been 
formally executed, and that the 
consent of lending 
institu­ 
tions was not 
required 
at 
that time. 
Ozark said it now finds that 
this is not the case and that it 
cannot go ahead with the equip­ 
ment program contemplated in 
connection with the merger.

Tire chains or snow tires are a great help 
on snow-packed streets because it takes up 
to 12 times as much distance to stop on snow 
or ice than on dry pavement.

tons are ideal for storing this type of material. 
A small shovel w ill also come in mighty handy at 
times. 
Contrary to popular belief, motorists do not 
increase traction on snow by letting some air 
out of their tires. To maintain proper traction 
on snow or ice, motorists should keep their 
cars moving steadily, trying not to make sud­ 
den changes in speed or direction. 
Keep a 
reasonable distance. 
Skids are an ever-present danger under hazar­ 
dous driving conditions. 
If your car does go 
into a skid you should first keep yourself under 
control and don’t panic. The automobile can be 
controlled only if the driver is able to think fast 
and react accordingly. 
Never hit the brakes

PROPERTY 
TAXES 
STILL MAINSTAY OF 
LOCAL BUDGETS. 
While local governments in many states are 
adopting new taxes on income and sales and new 
license fees, etc., their main revenue reliance 
is still the property tax, notes Tax Foundation, 
Inc. 
The property tax accounted for $22 billion or 
57 percent of the revenue local governments 
got from their own sources in fiscal year 1964- 
65. 
That is more than double the $9.6 billion 
the tax produced in fiscal 1954 when it repre­ 
sented a fraction ol a percent more of such 


revenue, 
according to the forthcoming i-xth 
edition of the Foundation’s biennial handbook, 
Facts and Figures on Government Finance. 
In the iO-year period local revenue from sales 
and gross receipts taxes nearly tripled, from 
$703 million to more than $2 billion and rev­ 
enue 
from local income taxes grew from $122 
million to $433 million. 
State aid to local 
governments increased from $5.6 billion to more 
than $14 billion and the Federal government in­ 
creased its aid from less than $300 million to 
more than $1 billion, the Foundation said. 
Another of the book’s tables sh o w s that the cost 
of education in the nation’s cities increased 101 
percent, or from $1,237 million to $2,489 million 
from fiscal 1956 to fiscal 1965. Other increases 
in city function costs over this period are shown 
in the following table.

One of the great advantages of newspaper ad­ 
vertising is that it enables the advertiser to tell 
readers just where in the local community they 
can buy an advertised product. 
National manufacturers realize an item has 
to be sold locally. The manufacturers, for that 
reason, place many advertisements in hometown 
newspapers and include the local dealer’s name, 
at the company’s expense. 
One company executive recently said, “ We know 
that most people don’t decide to buy when they 
see our ad without a dealer’s signature; they 
might only decide they’d like to have one of our 
suits. But to induce the publ ic to buy our clothing 
we have to advertise our dealer outlets.” 
Most businesses are privately owned and have 
very loose contracts with national firms. The 
local business is generally under few, if any, 
controls of the national manufacturer. 
“ Nevertheless, we don’t have a very tough time 
getting our local representatives to advertise,” 
said the executive. 
“Once they learn that our 
generalized ads don’t naturally draw customers 
to them, they initiate their own sales program.” 
The local newspaper provided the most adequate 
and regular listing of local business in a com­ 
munity. 
When there is a failure of local ad­ 
vertising, the consumer turns to other communi­ 
ties. 
The pull of local competition keeps a community 
active and growing. 
Advertising lineage has 
been used by some researchers as the main 
guage of a community’s level of business.

HORROR MUSEUM 
What actually happened was 
that during the Commission's 
Investigation, several promot­

museum to be shown 
at country fairs. 
The photograph of Kennedy’s 
head, split open by a bullet,

the aspects of a sideshow, Chief 
Justice Warren ordered all the 
photos and x-rays 
sent to the 
justice department, 
with in­ 
structions that they not 
l>e 
shown to anyone except law en­ 
forcement 
officers 
or other 
qualified officials. 
At about that tim e, 
Mrs. 
Jacqueline Kennedy made 
a 
request that she be given her 
husband’s 
clothing. She did not 
state why she wanted it, and it 
was 
suspected

destroy it in order to remove

m em ories. However, 
the disappearance of any evi­ 
dence might cast doubt on the 
Commission’s finding, 
so the 
President’s clothing was also 
sent to the justice department.

‘Fright 
Pay' in Asian Skies. 
Washington, D. C.: •• There’s 
one thing about flying off into the 
wild blue yonder of South East 
Asia if you’re a pilot •• the jwy 
is upper class. That is, if you’re 
a commercial pilot. 
It’s not only the $22,000 
to 
$35,000 a \e a r in direct mon­ 
ey. It’s the fringes you get. For 
grim example, if you’re flying 
for the regular 
U .S. airlines 
and you get Ixidly hurt 
or 
killed by the “ hostile action of 
a 
representative of a foreign 
government,” you 
get $100,- 
000. 
If you’re a $l00-a-week fighter 
pilot and you get cut down, you 
get a medal and a couple 
of 
bucks 
in soldiers* insurance. 
If you're a young officer fly. 
ing for the government, 
you 
get about $25 a week extra for 
“ hazardous 
duty pay.” But if 
you’re 
a member of the Air 
Line Pilots Assn., (AFL-CIO) 
flying com m ercially, you're not 
quite as charitable. 
In current negotiations with 
Trans World A irlines, 
the 
pilots are asking for a fringe 
tassle of $100 - a . landing in 
Viet nam. This Is but one of 
many hard bids for risk 
pay 
which would begin at the point 
of departure for the vast war 
zone and Asian skies, and end 
back in the home airport. 
The commercial lines such 
as TWA and Pan American A ir­ 
ways 
are 
carrying men and 
some cargo to the general war 
zone. Some of these flights are 
called “ R and R” - rest and 
recreation flights. 
Pam 
Am 
runs a massive 
aerial ferry. Its clipper ships 
roll out of Hong Kong, on to 
Saigon 
and then back to Hong 
Kong, Tokyo 
and Taipei with 
troops fatigued 
and eager tor 
a break in the fighting and ten­ 
sions. Then 
back they go via 
Pan Am or TWA to the em­ 
battled fronts. 
For such ferrying, 
co - 
pilots 
and younger captains 
earn at least $22,000 a year. 
Senior men handling jet crat 
take in at least 
$35,000 
an­ 
nually. 
Those based at Pan Am,Hong 
Kong, do pretty well with the 
side benefits. They get 
a 
special 
cost of living 
allow­ 
ance. And then a $75-a-month 
incentive pay and another $75 
atop that. This makes it

mighty rich “foreign 
station 
allowance.” 
One can understand 
their 
fear. But they are paid more 


heavily than the others for their 
fright.

SLIPPERY STREETS PRESENT CHALLENGE 
TO MOTORISTS.

a clifficli!t challenge to area motorists but drivers 
tm be ready to cope nim *such situations. 
Tire chains or snow tires are a great help 
on snow-packed streets because it takes up 
to 12 times as much distance to stop on snow 
or ice than on dry pavement. 
Sand, gravel, 
rock salt or other abrasives should be carried 
in the trunk of your car, and empty milk car­ 
tons are ideal for storing this type of material. 
A small shovel w ill also come in mighty handy at 
ti nies. 
Contrary to popular belief, motorists do not 
increase traction on snow by letting some air 
out of their tires. To maintain proper traction 
on snow or ice, motorists should keep their 
cars moving steadily, trying not to make sud­ 
den changes in speed or direction. 
Keep a 
reasonable distance. 
Skids are un ever-present danger under hazar­ 
dous driving conditions, 
lf your car does go 
into a skid you should first keep yourself under 
control and don’t panic. The automobile can be 
controlled only if the driver is able to think fast 
and react accordingly. 
Never hit the brakes 
suddenly because the wheels may lock and in­ 
crease the skid. 
Pump the brakes lightly. 
Steer in the direction the rear end of your car 
is skidding and when the car begins to straighten 
itself out, straighten out the front wheels and 
move ahead. 
Clean off all your window’s before you start 
out on a cold winter morning. 
Motorists who 
must park outside may find their car looking 
like a rolling snowball. This may appear fun­ 
ny, until the car lands in a ditch because the 
driver could not see. A few quick swipes with 


a broom or a little plastic scraper will usually 
do the trick. 
The tew minutes it takes to 
clear all the windows may be just enough to 
allow you to see danger in time to avoid a tra­ 
gic accident. 
Be especially cautiouson snow-covered streets 
“polished” by heavy traffic, and on bridges and 
overpasses. Reduce your speed to cope with the 
snow and give yourself plenty of time to get 
where you are going. Above all, keep calm and 
alert, keep your distance and allow enough time 
to reach your destination safely.

In the 10-year period local revenue from sales 
and gross receipts taxes nearly tripled, from

million to $433 million. 
State aid to local 
governments increased from $5.6 billion to more 
than $14 billion and the Federal government in­ 
creased its aid from less than $300 million to 
more than $1 billion, the Foundation said. 
Another of the book’s tables show s that the cost 
of education in the nation’s cities increased 101 
percent, or from $1,237 million to $2,489 million 
from fiscal 1956 to fiscal 1965.

LOCAL BUSINESS 
One of the great advantages of newspaper ad­ 
vertising is that it enables the advertiser to tell 
readers just where in the local community they 
can buy an advertised product. 
National manufacturers realize an item has 
to l)c sold locally. The manufacturers, for that 
reason, place many advertisements in hometown 
newspapers and include the local dealer’s name, 
at the company’s expense. 
One company executive recently said, “ We know 
that most people don’t decide to buy when they 
see our ad without a dealer’s signature; they 
might only decide they’d like to have one of our 
suits. But to induce the public to buy our clothing 
we have to advertise our dealer outlets.” 
Most businesses are privately owned and have 
very loose contracts with national firms. The 
local business is generally under few, if any, 
controls of the national manufacturer. 
“ Nevertheless, we don’t have a very tough time 
getting our local representatives to advertise,” 
said the executive. 
“Once they learn that our 
generalized ads don’t naturally draw customers 
to them, they initiate their own sales program.” 
The local newspaper provided the most adequate 
and regular listing of local business in a com­ 
munity. 
When there is a failure of local ad­ 
vertising, the consumer turns to other co rn m un i- 
ffiW . 
The pull of local competition keeps a community 
active and growing. 
Advertising lineage has 
lyeen used by some researchers as the main 
guage of a community’s level of business.

eith er ignored or glossed over. 
H ere a re som e of them : 
No. I Doubt . c a ste r is Mark 
L ane, attorney for L ee Harvey 
Oswald’s m other. Lane la s de­ 
liv ered hundreds of lectures 
and w ritten a book taking issue 
with the findings of the W arren 
C om m ission. 
What 
Lane neglects to point 
out is H at while he 
was tour­ 
ing Europe 
expounding 
his 
view s on the assassination, he 
was summ oned 
la ck to Wash­ 
ington 
to testify before the 
W arren C om m ission. Us mem­ 
b ers wanted 
to take 
advan­ 
tage of the filets he was broad­ 
casting in Europe which might 
help them in th eir investiga­ 
tion. 
L ane, however, refused. 
He was so uncooperative that 
Ute W arren Com m ission 
con­ 
sidered citing him for contempt, 
which it lad the power to do. 
Hie Com m ission finally

HORROR MUSEUM 
What actually happened was 
that during the C om m ission's 
investigation, sev eral prom ot­ 
e rs tried to secure copies of 
the photographs 
and other ex­ 
hibits connected with the as- 
assination, 
such a s Oswald's 
gun, in order to establish 
a 
traveling 
museum to la* shown 
at country fa irs. 
The photograph of Kennedy's 
head, split open by a bullet, 
Is 
gruesom e in the extrem e. 
And stnce the Com m ission be­ 


lieved that it was not in good 
taste to give a national tragedy 
the aspects of a sideshow, Chief 
Justice W arren ordered all the 
photos and x -ra \s 
sent to the 
ju stice departm ent, 
with in­ 
structions tla t they not 
lie 
shown to anyone except law en­ 
forcem ent 
officers 
or other 
qualified officials. 
At about that tim e, 
M rs. 
Jacqueline 
Kennedy made 
a 
request that she lie given her 
husband's 
clothing. She did not 
state why she wanted it, and it 
was 
suspected 
she 
might 
destroy it in o rd er to rem ove 
unhappy 
m em ories. However, 
the disappearance of any evi­ 
dence might cast doubt on the 
C om m ission's finding, 
so the 
P re sid en t's clothing was also 
sent to the justice departm ent. 
As of last week these article s 
lave 
been turned 
out to the 
archives office. 
The P re sid en t's clothing, in­ 
cidentally, clea rly 
shows tla t 
fiibric 
of his sh irt 
in

is 
bent out, indicating 
that 
the bullet which passed through 
his body cam e from the neck. 
This is im portant,

of the W arren 
report claim that one shot fired 
at the 
P resident

sassin besides Oswald. 
Some doubt has also

as to whether Oswald

The first shot was fired wher 
he was only 40 yards away, the

yards with deadly accuracy.

The fundamental cause of the 
savage rio ts that have rocked 
our great cities is not racial 
tensions, for these have a l­ 
ways 
existed. 
It is not pov­ 
e rty ,

It is not even ag i­ 
ta to rs, for these too have a l­ 
ways existed. 
Hie agitators 
have used racial and economic 
issu es to Inflame people, but 
they always try to do 
this. 
What we have to explain

The fundamental cause oi the 
recent wine of rio ts is the d i­ 
rect encouragem ent 
given to

Washington, D. C.: — T here's 
one thing about flying off into the 
wild blue yonder of South East 
Asia if you're a pilot — the jay 
is upjier c la ss. That is, if you're 
a com m ercial pilot. 
It's not only the $22,000 
to 
$35,000 a se ar in direct mon­ 
ey. It's the fringes you gel. F or 
grim exam ple, if you're flying 
for the regular 
U .S . airlin es 
and you get badly hurt 
or 
killed by the “ hostile action of 
a 
representative of a foreign 
governm ent,'* you 
get $100,- 
OOO. 
If you’re a $l00-a-week fighter 
pilot and you get cut down, you 
get a medal and a couple 
of 
bucks 
in soldiers* insurance. 
If you're a young officer fly­ 
ing tor the governm ent, 
you 
get about $25 a week extra tor 
“ hazardous 
duty pay.'* But lf 
you're 
a m em ber of the Air 
Line Pilots A ssn., (AFL-CIO) 
flying com m ercially, you're not 
(quite as ch aritab le. 
In current negotiations with 
T rans World A irlines, 
the 
pilots a re asking for a fringe 
ta ssle of $100 • a • landing in 
Viet nam . This Is but one of 
many hard bids for risk 
pay 
which would begin at the point 
of departure for the vast war 
zone and Asian sk ies, and end 
back in the home a irp o rt. 
Tile com m ercial lines such 
as TWA and Pan A m erican A ir­ 
ways 
a re 
carrying men and 
som e cargo to the general war 
zone. Some of these flights a re 
called “ R and R” •- rest and 
recreation flights. 
Pain 
Am 
runs a m assive 
aerial ferry . Its clipper ships 
roll out of Hong 
Kong, on to 
Saigon 
and then lack to Hung 
Kong, Tokyo 
and 
Taipei with 
troops fatigued 
and eager tor 
a break in the fighting and ten­ 
sions. Then 
back they go via 
Pan Am or TWA to the em ­ 
battled fronts. 
For such ferrying, 
co - 
pilots 
and younger captains 
earn at least $22,000 a year. 
Senior men handling jet erat 
take in at least 
$35,000 
an* 
n ua fly. 
Those based at Pan A rn, Hung 
Kong, do pretty well with the 
side 
benefits. They get 
a 
special 
cost of living 
allow ­ 
ance. And then a $7 5-a-month 
incentive pay and another $73 
atop that. This makes it 
a 
mighty rich “ foreign 
station 
allow ance.” 
One can understand 
their 
fea r. But they a re paid m ore 


heavily than the others for th eir 
fright. 
Those 
ferry planes carry 
crew s and 
the stew ard esses 
a re scared, too, No one doubts 
they have reason to ta*. 
But these 
g irls, 
m e n d * i s 
of 
the 
T ransport 
W orkers 
Union, must be satisfied with 
having palpitations 
at Ie .**r 
ra te s. C lass is c la ss, tab*! ■* 
a re pilots, 
even iii the sam e 
flying stock. 
So the g irls a re willing to fly 
in with the young troops at a 
rate of $12 
for each landing. 
This goes tor h o stesses 
and 
p u rsu ers. 
The g irls, 
company for 
knowing what 
when they get 
wild blue yonder, must 
just like pilots. 
So the 


mighty 
cheery 
young G l's 
not 
th ere 
will lie 
down out of the 
eat, 
hos­ 
te sse s 
a re granted, 
under 
th eir union contract, 
46 cents 
per stopover 
hour for m eals 
in Okiiawa 
and 50 cents 
per 
hour on the Saigon runs. 
They get $1.90 
a day for 
laundry and tips. It all com es 
to a

base, and totals $25.90 
with the special landing bonus.

Of this, $15,000 is for acci­

For the pilots, on Pan Am 
tor exam ple, the total of such 
insurance is exactly twice that 
of the girls - $100,000.

ST. LOUIS — <NEA) — Larry Frank Wilson might not be 
loolish enough to fly a plane down an enemy smokestack, 
but five years ago he originated a contiguous maneuver in 
football and got away with it. Still is getting away with it. 
as a matter of fact. 
Larry, a free safety for the St. Louis Cardinals, took his 
lean body into territory never before invaded by a defensive 
back and in the process revolutionized defensive football. 
You’ve heard of the safety blitz, right? 
It was started on a mid-September afternoon in the open­ 
ing game of the 1961 season when the Cardinals played New.

Tarte? or 
Flan? What do you call an open 
or single crust pastry in your 
house?

Tarte, tart, 
and flan

fruit, jam, custard or 
some other filling. In the Un­

Today at age 73, however, 
Afroyim is no longer a citizen, 
although he claims allegiance to 
the United States .

ignorant, of what the Supreme 
Court actually said. 
A ll of Missouri's 
border 
states: Iowa, Kansas, Arkan­ 
sas, Oklahoma, Nebraska, Ten­

Escalation to Inflation 


T-1 HE w idespread dem and for 
an increase in the minimum 
wage to $1.40 an hour now, ris­ 
ing to $1.75 by 
1 9 6 8 , is n o t 
based on an in­ 
form ed desire to 
help our lower 
income citizens. 
It is in fact a 
cruel deception. 
No one can force 
an em ployer to 
p a y a w o rk e r 
m ore th a n the 
econom ic value 
of h is o u tp u t. 
The effort to do 
lh. Kerthner 
so results either 
in increasing the num ber of un­ 
employed, or inflation, or both. 
If the minimum wage be raised, 
the w ages of w orkers requiring 
greater skill will also have to be 
raised. A skilled w orker will not 
be satisfied w ithout an adequate 
differential between his wages 
and those of an unskilled worker. 
Raising the minimum will esca­ 
late the whole wage structure of 
America. T h at of course will be 
reflected in higher prices. It is 
another move upw ard in 
the 
wage-priee spiral th a t is continu­ 
ally raising the cost of living. 
The most probable result of rais­ 
ing the m inimum wage to $1.75 
per hour w ill be th at this am ount 
of money will buy no more than 
the cu rren t minimum wage level 
of $1.25 per hour.

T 1 HE widespread demand for 
an increase in the minimum 
wage to $1.40 an hour now, ris­ 
ing to $1.75 by 
1 9 0 8 , is n o t 
based on an in­ 
formed desire to 
help our lower 
income citizens.

If the minimum wage be raised, 
the wages of workers requiring 
greater skill will also have to be 
raised. A skilled worker will not 
be satisfied without an adequate 
differential between his wages 
and those of an unskilled worker, 
liaising the minimum will esca­ 
late the whole wage structure of 
America. That of course will be 
reflected in higher prices. It is 
another move upward in the 
wage-price spiral that is continu­ 
ally raising the cost of living.

For 
Peterson represents the biggest 
bank of them all. 
Peterson is president of the 
Bank of 
Am erica, which has 
main offices in San 
Francisco 
and Los Angeles, 891 other of­ 
fices throughout California, 34 
overseas branches, and invest­ 
ments in almost every nation of 
the world. 
When 
the 
bank's officers 
speak there are consequences, 
not merely because of its size, 
but because 
of its tradition. 
Oversimplified, 
Bank 
of 
America 
began with a concept 
and proved It . 
Back in 1904 a first-generation 
American, 
A. 
P. Giannini, 
formed the Bank of Italy and 
set 
about lending 
money to 
some of the poorest workers 
who, he felt, were among the 
safest risks. 
As Peterson related in an in­ 
terview, the bank took chances 
with the worker that had seldom 
been taken before. When deal­ 
ing 
with blue-collar 
people, 
serious 
consideration 
and 
great 
delay were banking tra­ 
ditions. 
The largest banks on the East 
Coast generally have had a dif­ 
ferent 
tradition. 
Even 
some 
most readily identified with con­ 
sumer 
rather than business 
lending began with big money 
and worked down to the small 
change. 
Having proved a point, what 
does the Bank of America look 
for in the immediate economic 
future? Peterson was asked this 
as he relaxed at a desert resort 
where he met with Japanese 
businessmen to discuss trans­ 
pacific trade? 
“ There is no reason not to 
expect, 
in absolute terms, a 
consistent economic growth,’* 
he replied. “ The economy is 
moving up steadily audit should 
continue." 
Peterson concedes there will 
be soft spots. “ A bit in textiles, 
in housing of course, and to 
some extent in the automotive 
industry," he said.

dial, too, in lowering costs." 
The end of the war in Viet 
Nam would be bullish, he feels. 
“ We might have some pockets 
of temporary recession and un­ 
employment, but it will be mini­ 
mal .*’ 
The 
reason, 
as 
Peterson 
states it, is that the nation has 
as much work on the back burn­ 
er. 
In summary: Some soft spots, 
some dangers, more restraint 
.than this year— but essentially a 
strong, 
growing economy in

m ents in alm ost every nation of 
the world.

speak there a re consequences, 
not m erely because of its size, 
but because of its tradition. 
O versim plified,

began with a concept 
and proved It. 
Back In 1904 a first-generation

form ed the Bank of Italy and

As Peterson related in an in­ 
terview , the bank took chances 
with the w orker that had seldom 
been taken before.
